The number of Loan Funds in 1870 on Board’s Register was 88, being the same as that 

in the preceding year. 

The circulation of Loan Funds throughout the country connected with the Board in 1870 
amounted to £565,422 ; it fell short of that of the preceding year by the sum of £9| 046 

The capital of Loan Funds actually working in 1870 amounted to £147174- it 
fell short of that of the preceding year by £3,599. 

The number of loans made in 1870 was 121,078; it fell short of that of the preceding 
year by 4,844. 

The number of Notes sold by the Board in 1870, at Id. each, was 122,700; it 
fell short of the number sold in 1869 by 3,900. 

The produce of the sale of Notes in 1870 was £311 5s. ; showing a decrease, as com- 
pared with 1869, of £16 5s. 

The number of Debentures sold in 1870 by the Board, at Is. each, was 129; the 
produce of the sale of which was £6 9s. There was a decrease in the number sold, as 
compared with 1869, of 21, and in the produce of the sale of £1 Is. 

The Gross Profits derived by Local Societies from Discount, Fines, Sale of Application 
Papers and Cards, in 1870, amounted to £16,349 8s. 5 d, ; they fell short of the amount 
derived from the same sources in 1869 by £379 8s. 10 j/. 

The amount of Fines (one of the above-named items) in 1870 was £3,4S0 16s. ( Jd . ; 
showing an increase, as compared with the same item in 1869, of £137 6s. 10<f. 

The amount of Surplus Profits applied to charitable or useful purposes in the several 
localities of Loan Funds, in 1870, was £1,552 1 8s. 4 </., showing a decrease of such grants, 
in that year, as compared with that of 1869, of £98 13s. 2 d. 

The Board’s Income in 1870, derived from ordinary sources of Revenue, was —
